Review Reports (MM), At that tine increased demands upon the 
personnel in PIS/AF made it impossible for continuation of this 
service to CIA and other interested agencies. 

2. Currently this vast reservoir of potential intelligence Is 
handled in a manner admittedly unsatisfactory but dictated by leek 
of personnel to adequately review and report the material received. 
Even more unsatisfactory is the fact that after being held for 80 
days the photography is destroyed. The system for handling this 
material at present is essentially this* The photographs and related 
FEAF Mission Reports are received in hulk diplomatic mail policies 
from Japanj PXC/.VF packages each Mission separately, indexes it and 
removes the mission report; the FLAT Mission Report is filed in 
PIC/ AF for future reference % the photographs are turned over to Air 
A/g for filing in the Photographic Library where they are held for 
90 days, then burned. The original negatives ere held by FEAF • 
COMMENT s A cursory review of 90 days aeeunaulatlon indicates tint 
there is considerable materiel of interest to researohors in CIA 
among the photo graohs. The great bulk of the photos are classified 
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RESTRICTED, a small percent is CONFIDENTIAL. If CIA has any re- 
house space that might be loaned to AF for storage of this motnrial 
I ant sure that they would gladly accept it and do the custodial and 
curatorial work necessary to maintain the stored material in at 
aooesslblo file as an ad;junat to the regular Pentagon library. 

8. To tost the usefulness of MHR*s formerly made and distributed 
by PIS/AF I scanned the 600 reports an file in OR covering tfa* 
period 5 Oot 60 - 12 dan 51# These are all that we have. Approxi- 
mately half of the reports contain Information of strategic value 
end toueh upon fields of interest for CIA— industrial plants, tower 
plants and nets, natural resources, harbor facilities, rail facilities, 
etc. From the routings on the reports it is evident that most arses 
in CIA at least saw the reports. From, markings on the reports then* 
selves it is evident that nuoh Information relative to the physical 
condition of the railroads was ext rested# There was no other 
evidence of CIA use# 

These reports present two opportunities for exploitations 
extraction of data supplied by FE*F photo interpreters, end, desig- 
nation of aerial photo graphs that might be further studied. Examples 
of each of these are appended. Annex I is a tally of rolling stock 
observed in the sevet. railway yards in and about PY0NGY0NG oa specific 
days between 5 Oct 50 and IE Jan 51. This daturas extracted from 
MPR*o without further investigation. Annex 2, Damage te Industry 
in Chtrmamp’o as of 16 Feb 62 , was developed as a 4t*ioc strati on for 
researchers in Ind/ORR. 

It is believed that through these URR*s, distributed and undis- 
tributed, considerable information can be accumulated relative to the 
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rehabilitation of industrial plants damaged by aerial bombing in 
North Korea. This might be of importance in judging the types or 
industry in "short supply," the tine necessary to rehabilitate 
factories in the Far Bast under different conditions of tombiaf » 
etc.* and for related economic Irap 1 ioat i ons * Lack et tiT© on tiio 
part of this consultant prevents *n example of this type of study 
being annexed,
